WASHINGTON. Aug. 4 (R), — Former Israeli Foreign 
Minister Abba Eban said today the United States could 
find itself in “a sort of one-man arms race” in the 
Middle East if it laid to much emphasis on supplying, 
weapons to Egypt. He told a National Press Club lun- 
cheon the United States was sincerely dedicated to 
keeping an arms balance in the region. But he said : 

. "If you arm Egypt, then you disturb the balance - - you 
then have to give more support to Israel and you could 
well find yourselves involved in a sort of one-man arms 
race." Instead, he said, the U.S. should concentrate on 
helping Egypt's economic development "which, after all 
' is Egypt's central predicament."

. WASHINGTON, Aug. A (R). - 
President Carter today gave 
CIA Director Stansfleid Turner 
unprede cedent ed power in a 
major reorganisation aimed at 
tightening White House control 
over the intelligence commun- 
ity, and preventing abuses. 

Admiral Turner won total 
control of the budgets of the 
Central Intelligence Agency 
and all other intelligence agen- 
cies, the right to give each 
agency specific intelligence-ga- 
thering tasks, and the respon- 
sibility for producing national 
intelligence estimates for the 

president 

Mr. Carter , created two new 
intelligence groups in which 
Admiral Turner, who was one 
of his Naval Academy class- 
mates, will be able to exercise 
strengthened authority. 

One is the cabinet-level po- 
licy review committee within 
the White House National Se- 
curity Council and to be chair- 
ed : by Admiral Turner in his 
capacity as Director of Central 
Intelligence. 

The committee will define 
and assign intelligence require- 
ments. Its members will inclu- 
de the secretaries of state, de- 
fence and the treasury, and the 
president's national security af- 
fairs assistant. 

The second new group is the 
national intelligence tasking 
centre, jointly manned by civi- 
lian and military personnel, 
which will also work under the 
direction of Admiral Turner. 

In periods of crisis or in war- 
time, its powers may be trans- 
ferred by the president to the 
defence secretary. 

White House officials said 
Admiral Turner would not be- 
come an intelligence czar as 
such because other agencies 
would have the right to appeal 
to the National Security Coun- 
- til if they disagreed with his

BEIRUT, Aug. 4 (R). — The 
Lebanese parliament today 
granted the government special 
powers to rule by decree until 
the end of the year. 

Voting was 63 in favour and 
three against. 

Dr. Selim Al Hoss's govern- 
ment formed last December at 
the end of the civil war, was 
granted similar powers for six 
months earlier this year, ter- 
minating on June 30. 

However, an extension was 
needed to carry- out develop- 
ment, economic and other 
schemes.. 

The 09-member, single-house 
chamber held several sessions 
over the past week to consi- 
der the government’s request. 

Dr. Hass, speaking to the 
assembly, praised Syria’s "ef- 
fective and decisive role" in 
an agreement last month to 
regulate the activity of some 
400,000 Palestinians in Leba- 
non.

NICOSIA, Aug. 4 (R). — Greek- 
Cypriot political leaders were 
reported divided tonight on 
now to pick a successor to the 
late President Makarios. 

While the leaders wrestled 
with the problem, Turkish-Cyp- 
riot leader Rauf Denktash said 
the death of the 63-year-old 
Archbishop could provide a 
new opportunity for healing the 
rift between the two commu- 
nities on the divided island. 

Mr. Denktash, president of 
the self-proclaimed Turkish fe- 
derated state said there was a 
chance for a new leadership, 
a new look at the facts." 

But for the Greek-Cypriot 
community, there appeared lit- 
tle hope of a swift agreement 
on how a new leader could 
be selected. 

Under tiieir constitution, the 
Greek-Cvpriots must elect a 
temporary successor to Presid- 
ent Makarios within 45 days 
and then elect a President next 
February 11 when the five-year 
presidential term of Archbishop 
Makarios would have ended. 

Mr. Sypros Kyprianou, who 
became Acting President after 
the Archbishop’s death yester- 
day. said there was a proposal 
to pick a single candidate for 
the first election - - thus avoid- 
ing a contest - - and then hold

guerrillas 


near Jordan Valley 


TEL AVIV. Aug. 4 (R). — Is- 
raeli border guards tracked 
down five Arab guerrillas near 
the ceasefire line with Jordan 
today and killed two of them 
in a gun battle fought in an 
olive grove. 

A third guerrilla was woun- 
ded and two were captured 
unhurt, a military spokesman 
said. 

The Arabs had just crossed 
the ceasefire line near the 
kibbutz of Ashtod Ya’acov. 
about seven kms. south of the 
Sea of Galilee, the spokesman 
said. 

An Israeli border patrol spot- 
ted a hole in a stretch of the 
wire fence strung along the 
Jordan Valley. The police cal- 
led in army reinforcements and 
followed, the tracks leading 
from the fence. 


The Israelis came upon the 
Arabs resting amid the olive 
trees. 

The army report said the 
battle was' brief. 

The spokesman said there 
were no casualties on the Is- 
raeli side. 

It was the fourth guerrilla 
incident along the Jordan Val- 
iev in the past 12 months. 

The area was once the scene 
of frequent guerrilla raids and 
Israeli reprisal attacks. Since 
1970 the Jordan Valley has 
been comparatively calm! 

The two captured Arabs 
were taken a wav for question- 
ing. Seized with them were 
Soviet -n.ade Kalashnikov rifles. 
Hand grenades, a hatchet. food 
and medical supplies.

He charged Archbishop Ma- 
karios with responsibility for 
much of the bitterness between 
the two communities. 

‘*We don’t speak against a 
man after he dies so 1 will 
leave that.” Mr. Denktash said 
in an interview. 

But then he added: “politi- 
cally speaking, he carried with 
him the responsibility of crea- 
ting the Cyprus problem, of 
unnecesary bloodshed, of sep- 
arating the two communities." 

He said chances for a settle- 
ment would be better if the 
new Greek-Cypriot leader were 
ready to accept Cyprus as a 
bi-national, bi-religious island. 

Asked whether Mr. Kyprian- 
ou would fit this description, 
he described the acting Presi- 
dent as "an imitation of Ma- 
karios and extremely narrow- 
minded." 

"I can still see him at the 
United Nations, licking his lips 
when he found reason for in- 
sulting the Turks" he added. 

Thousands of mourners, inc- 
luding small children, queued 
for hours today to file pass the 
open coffin and kiss hand and 
robe as his body lay in state 
in St. John’s Cathedral here.

During the first week uf 
July alone. 13 Soviet military ' 
cargo planes landed anti-tank 
and anti-aircraft missiles, hea- 
vy artillery and a number of 
tanks at an Ethiopian airbase 
tne sources said. 

The sources suggested that 
the supply was continuing but 
they gave no further details. 

The Ethiopian government is 
fighting three guerrilla groups 
in the Red Sea province of 
Eritrea.

The sources said the Ethio- 


pians were using lights rms de- 
livered bv the Soviet Union to 
fight the guerrilla movements 
in Eritrea, where government 
forces have suffered a series 
of reverses this year. The 
Ethiopians are reported to have 
lost control of all but three ci- 
ties in the strategically- impor- 
tant province. 

Soviet- supplied missile sys- 
tems and tanks, most of them 
obsolescent models being pha- 
sed out of the red army, were 
being used in the Ogaden 
where the Western Somali Li- 
beration Front is fighting to 
end Ethiopian control over 
what Somalia has Jong regard- 
ed as its territory, the sources 
said. 

Somalia has consistently de- 
nied Ethiopian allegations that 
its regular army, exclusively 
equipped by the Soviet Union, 
has joined in the Ogaden fight- 
ing. But it has publicly expres- 
sed support for the gperriilar.

Only Kyprianou 


In the interview with Iranian 
journalist Mahmoud- Taheri 
published in the official Irani- 
an paper Rastakhiz, President 
Makarios said: "The man clo- 
sest to roe and who is also my 
confidant is Spyros Kyprianou. 
speaker of the House of Re- 
presentatives. 

"In my view, he alone can 
lead the country and serve the 
people,” the Archbishop was 
quoted as saying. 

The late President was quo- 
ted by Taheri as saying *T be- 
lieve the United States can 
play a constructive role in 
finding a solution to the Cyp- 
rus problem . . . only the U.S. 
holds the key to the situation.” 

The United Nations can only 
maintain the situation as it is 
now and no more, Taheri quo- 
ted the Archbishop as saying. 


Constantine visits 


Former King Constantine of 
Greece flew into Cyprus today 
to pay his last respects to 
Archbishop Makarios. The ex- 
monarch flew in without fan- 
fare from Amman, where he 
had been the guest of King 
Hussein. 

He arrived at Lamaca air- 
port in King Hussein’s private 
jet. accompanied by two mem- 
bers of the monarch’s perso- 
nal bodyguard. 

He was met by the Head 
of the Cyprus Foreign Ministry 
and the Bishop of Kitium be- 
fore driving to Nicosia. 

The deposed monarch went 
to St_ John's ‘Cathedral where 
he kissed the Archbishop’s 
hand and laid a wreath on the 
open coffin. Some mourners 
filing through the Cathedral 
recognised the ex-king : women 
embraced and kissed aim while 
male mourners shook his hand. 

He then visited Archbishop 
Makarios sister, Maria, as well 
as the Bishop Chiysostomos of 
Paphos who is acting Archbi- 
shop until a successor is elect- 
ed. and Acting President Spy- 
ros Kyprianou. 

The former long later retur- 
ned to Amman. 


No, says Assad to 
Vance proposal 
for U.S. meet 


DAMASCUS, Aug. 4 (R). — 
Syrian President Hafez Assad 
tonight rejected a U.S. -Egypt- 
ian proposed for a Miudie cast 
foreign ministers' meeting to 
prepare for resumption of the 
Geneva peace conference. 

"This working group is a 
question of a meeting between 
Arabs and Israelis. This should 
happen at Geneva. Why sho- 
uld we replace Geneva ? he 
asked 3 press conference. "It 
is better to go to Geneva with 
good preparations." 

The Syrian president spoke 
after conferring with visiting 
U.S. Secretary of State Cyrus 
Vance. 

Mr. Vance conferred in Ale- 
xandria with Egyptian Presid- 
ent Anwar Sadat this week and 
they jointly put forward the 
suggestion for a meeting of 
Arab and Israeli foreign mini- 
sters in Washington or New 
York next month. 

Israel welcomed the pro- 
posal. which would leave the 
Palestine Liberation Organisa- 
tion out of the parliamentary 
discussions. 

President Assad said tonight 
that, while he was opposed 10 
the suggested Arab-Israeli me- 
eting in the U.S., his Foreign 
Minister. Abdel Halim Khad- 
dam. would be going to New 
York in September to attend 
the United Nations. 

Mr. Vance edrlier told rep- 
orters after seeing President 
Assad they covered a wide var- 
iety of ‘subjects in depth, ex- 
changing ideas on both subs- 
tantive and procedural issues 
in the way of a Geneva con- 
ference. 

Mr. Vance met Mr. Assad 
for three and one half hours 


following a two and one half 
hour meeting with Mr. Khad- 
dam. He was to see the fore- 
ign minister later this even- 
ing. 

An official Syrian statement 
following the talks said they 
covered the possibilities and 
means of continuing the mom- 
entum towards peace as well 
as procedural and sustantive 
matters. 

It said the atmosphere oi the 
Vance-Assad meeting was cor- 
dial "and it was agreed to con- 
tinue efforts and contacts in 
order to overcome as manv of 
the difficulties as possible.” 


Palestinian problem 

The Syrian side pointed out 
"that the positions and beha- 
viour of Israeli authorities do 
not indicate their desire for 
peace, nor do they indicate any 
possibility for realising serious 
progress towards peace." it 
said. 

Mr. Vance told reporters he 
had spent a lot of time talking 
about the Palestinian problem 
with Mr. Assad. This by com- 
mon agreement is one of the 
three central issues in the way 
of peace. 

The others are the final ter- 
ritorial boundaries and the na- 
ture of the peace. 

Mr. Vance said he exchan- 
ged a wide variety of ideas 
with Mr. Assad and Mr. Khad- 
dain. • • 

’They put forward ideas. I 
pu t forwa rd ideas . They res- 
ponded," he said. 

The Syrian statement said 
Syria reaffirmed its position 


on the need for full Israeli 
withdrawal from Arab territor- 
ies occupied during the 1967, 
war, the confirmation of the 
rights of the Palestinian people 
as well as the need “to work 
on such a basis thai would 
lead to the realisation of these 
two goals which are considered 
to be pan and parcel of any 
proposals for a j'ust peace.” 

The statement did not indi- 
cate what measure of consen- 
sus Mr. Vance and Mr. Assad 
had reached, and U.S. officials 
said reporters would have to 
wait until Mr. Assad’s press 
conference and a subsequent 
briefing by Mr. Vance to find 
out. 

Serious review 

But at a hastily arranged 
briefing before Mr. Assad's 
press conference, State Depart- 
ment spokesman Hodding Car- 
ter described the Vance-Assad 
talks as “very warm, wide-ran- 
ging, constructive and a very 
useful exercise." 

Mr. Assad welcomed the 
Carter administration’s decision 
to contribute up to $100 mil- 
lion in foreign military sales 
credits to the Lebanese govern- 
ment to help rebuild the Leba- 
nese army. Also discussed was 
the possibility of United Na- 
tions forces being stationed in 
Lebanon. Mr. Carter declined 
to give Mr. Assad’s views on 
the subject. 

He said there were • "differe- 
nces" over the U.S. proposals 
but a good exchange on both 
sets of ideas. 

Both meetings were attended 
by nearly the full U.S. delega- 
tion-Under Secretary for Poli- 
tical Affairs Philip Habib, As- 
sistant Secretary of State for 
Near Eastern Affairs Roy Ath- 
erton and Director of State 
Department Research and Inte- 
lligence Harold Saunders. 

The Syrian side included As- 
sad Elias, Mr. Assad's press 
advisor and Adib Daoudi his 
political advisor. 

Begin confident 

Israeli Menachem Begin last 
night said flatly : "Next month 
Israel's foreign minister will 
meet in Washington or New 
York with three or four foreign 
ministers from neighbouring 
countries. There will be nego- 
tiations towards peace between 
us and our neighbours." 

Sections of the Israeli press 
found it hard to share Mr. Be- 
gin's enthusiasm. 

The trade union newspaper 
Davar commented : ’The les- 
son that should be drawn from 
the tour (of Mr. Vance) is that 
the Geneva conference is still 
a long way away and there 
is practically no chance of con- 
vening the conference in Octo- 
ber." 

Commentator Hirsh Good- 
man in the English language 
Jerusalem Post was even more 
gloomy. "There will be no Ge- 
neva conference," he wrote. 
“The chance of a conference 
being called for October 10 
is a virtual impossibility and 
as a result the dangers of con- 
flict in the Middle East are 
greatly increased."

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An open letter to U.S. Secretary 
of State Cyrus Vance 

Dear Cy : 

We are happy to welcome you back to the Middle 
East and to Jordan once again, both because welco- 
ming visitors is part of our natural inclination, and 
because you represent a force -- the United States 
-- that has a capacity to do as much for peace in 
the Middle East as it has done to promote blood- 
shed. Since you last flew through here, your federal 
Congress has passed legislation to counter the Arab 
boycott of Israel, and your president has promised 
Israel military aid worth another $250 million. 

We are tired of hearing you and others say that 
the representation of the Palestinians is an “obstac- 
le” to the Geneva talks; we are astounded that your 
nation can. continue to look at the Middle East and 
think of the • “security" of Israel in terms of 
giving Israel more guns and more psychologically 
palliative legislation: we are disgusted by the ethi- 
cal vacuousness of the process that • prompts your 
president and yourself and many of your country- 
men to say that you will not talk to the Palestine 
Liberation Organisation until the PLO recognises 
Israel; and we are saddened by the inability to date 
of men such as yourself to grasp for the higher cur- 
rents of history, wherein flow the solutions to The 
difficult problems that are rooted in past history. 

We are unimpressed by intellectually vapid pro- 
posals such as the one to convene Arab and Israeli 
foreign ministers in New York, because they are no- 
thing more than reflections of Israel’s determination’ 
to evade the Palestinian reality, and, by extension, 
reflections of your nation’s evident willingness to 
j51ay along with the charade. You should remember,- 
sir, that you are the secretary of state of the United 
States. 

Your job is to reach higher than the pits where 
scared people grovel, to seek more serious solutions 
than sending Israel more guns or demeaning the 
egalitarian splendours of your nation with legisla- 
tive sops that are false pacifiers of Israeli psychoses 
and denegrating precedents for your democratic 
and republican institutions, of which your president 
speaks so eloquently, and so often. 

We are tired of all this. We are tired of seeing 
your country humiliated by the forces of Zionism, 
whose full fury you are just now beginning to app- 
reciate. We are especially tired of American secre- 
taries of state who fly through the Middle East os- 
tensibly on peace-making missions, and who fly 
back home to help formulate policies that reflect no- 
thing less than the continued American ability to 
look at the Arab-Israeli conflict and completely ev- 
ade the essence of the core Palestinian-Zionist con- 
flict. 

But as tired as we are, and as tired as you may

Hie Prospect Theatre Com- 
pany’s performance of Antony 
and Cleopatra at the Palace of 
Culture Wednesday got off to 
a shaky start with the players 
repeating their tines as though 
grouping for inspiration. 

To make it worse, the acous- 
tics were so bad they were 
inaudible half the time. The 
initial absence of a guiding spi- 
rit to the performance was 
palpable during the opening 
scenes, so that one was left 
with the impression of watch- 
ing a dress rehearsal. Only Ti- 
mothy West provided a consis- 
tently polished performance 
from beginning to aid in the 
role of Enabarbus. 

The troupe rallied however 
during the third act and the 
play started to come to life. 
From then on things got con- 
sistently better. The fourth and 
fifth acts were polished and 
well thought out and the last 
few scenes were inspired, more 
than making up for the slow 
start. Dorothy Tut in and Alec 
McCowen eventually fell into 
their parts with great convic- 
tion and were truly moving in 
the roles of Cleopatra and 
Antony. 

Director Toby Robertson and 
the leading characters are to 
be congratulated for their pe- 
netrating insight into the es- 
sence of Shakespeare’s tragedy 
and the heroic triumph over 
fate. In . fact, the outstanding 
feature of the performance is 
that it makes the suicides of 
Antony and Cleopatra under- 
standable. forcing the audience

to penetrate the metaphysical 
dimension of the acts, a dimen- 
sion so alien to the modern 
mind. 


The act? of suicide, far from 
being motivated by guilt or 
grief over the death of a para- 
mour, take their defining cha- 
racteristic from the metaphy- 
sical reversal of time and for- 
tune. They are not primarily 
other-related but self-related} 
Each is a personal triumph 
over fate. Each is a reclama- 
tion of a glorious past that is 
real and defining, a return to 
a situation upset by the vicis- 
situdes of fortune. Each act is 
the reincarnation of the true 
Antony and the true Cleopa- 
tra, the giants that once were, 
the emperor who held sway 
over three continents and the 
ultimate female and proud 
queen. 

Hie glories of the past -are 
fulfilled not in the actuality of 
the present and at the height 
of power but in the decline 
and fading of both power and 
glory. The real Antony is the 
Antony that was and his mo- 
numental achievement, his he- 
roic act, is his return to that 
past self, a return that elevates 
and transfigures him. 

Cleopatra, who is ruled al- 
ternately by her mind and her 
heart, finally penetrates this 
Roman mystery given the exam- 
ple of Antony, hence the ulti- 


mate reunion of the two lov- 
ers. Dorothy Tut in and Alec 

McGowan succeed in putting 
this across admirably well. , 
. Derek Jacobi’s rendition of 
Octavius Caesar is cold and 
rather stilted -- very little of 
the real character emerges 
through the prudish facade, 
the active and calculating brain 
of Octavius never peers thr- 
ough, and the absence is felt. 
Zoe Hicks is convincing al- 
though not brilliant as Char- 
mian. 

The lamentable acoustics at 
the Palace of Culture may have 
been partly responsible for the 
slow start, one gets the im-, 
pression the players were con- 
serving their voices and stren- 
gth for the end. The dramatic 
effect of a number of sudden 
pauses by the cast is also lost 
due to the poor acoustics as 
the audience is invariably pre- 
occupied with trying to make 
sense of what went before. 

The lighting is poor - - stark, 
glaring white light is used 
throughout without filters, gi- 
ving a harsh effect and allow- 
ing for little nuances . of 
shading to accentuate different 
parts of the stage. The dazzling 
•Elizabethan costumes are also 
ruined by bad lighting. The 
stage management is good, the 
blocking classical and harmo- 
nious, the sets symmetric and 
express ionistic. The music is 
appropriate and at times quite 
good. 

Finally it must be pointed 
■out that the Palace of Culture 
is particularly unsuited for the 
production of any play ; not 
only do the performers have to 
grapple with the problems al- 
ready mentioned, but the stage 
is too high, visibility is poor, 
and the audience has to put up 
with seats that start out as 
uncomfortable, become excru- 
ciatingly painful after one hour 
and get progressively worse 
after that.

COLOMBO, (Gemini) — Six 
• times since 1947. the year be- 
fore independence, the people 
of Sri Lanka have changed 
seemingly entrenched govern- 
ments purely by the vote. 

The crushing defeat of Mrs. 
Bandaranaike reinforces Sri 
Lanka’s claim to be. with Ja- 
pan, the Asian country with 
the most enviable record of 
. the working of parliamentary 

democracy. 

Strict laws ensure clean and 
fair elections here. There can 
be no rigging in Sri Lanka 
. gg ^ Pakistan. Elections Chief 
Dias Abeysinghe has a repu- 
' tation for integrity and im- 

- partiality and the election staff 
consist of public servants from 
aD parties, so any attempt at 
malpractices would immediate- 
ly come to light. 

. The people, too, are well- 
i’!- educated in the use of the 
! franchise, having enjoyed uni- 
i versal adult franchise from 
•If- 1939 and the vote from 18 ye- 
'■ ars since 1959. 

The stunning election result 
. marks the departure of the on-

daranaike made history in 
I960 when she became the 
first woman prime minister.

The defeat of Mrs. Banda- 

- ranaike by 72 year old Jun- 
his Jayawardene repeats the 

_ pattern set only a few months 
aga in neighbouring India, and 
for similar reasons. The rout 
of the ruling Sri Lanka Free- 
dom Party (SLFP) has humi- 
*' Hated Mrs. Bandaranaike and 
her playboy son Anura. 

From the outset of the cam- 


paign, India’s experience cast 
a shadow on the SLFP. It 
even had difficulty finding ca- 
ndidates for some of the elec- 
torates. 

One feature of the campaign 
was that Socialism seemed to 
all parties to be the password 
to success. Every one of the 
25 parties had this appellation 
inscribed high on their mani- 
festos. 

But few of them can claim

to be genuinely socialist. Cer- 
tainly not the winning United 
National Party (UNP), which 
has traditionally been the capi- 
talists’ party. It has not been 
opposed to a measure of state 
intervention in the economy, 
but its faith lay in the private 
sector. Jayewardene himself 
has been called “The Pope of 
the Private Sector”. 

He now claims that he has 
given the UNP a new orienta- 
tion. Tbe manifesto spoke of 
it as a “democratic socialist” 
party. In power, it will "give 
back the means of production 
to the people.” 

Mrs. Bandaranaike’s SLFP 
styled itself as a "socialist de- 
mocratic” party. Usually it is 


described as a “centrist” par- 
ty. but it lost its socialist co- 
louration with the recent bre- 
akaway of its leftwfng. 

Leftists see little differences 
in the policies of the UNP 
and the SLFP. They label both 
“capitalist”. 


But the main leftwing con- 
tender, at the poll, the United 
Left Front (ULF) made a poor 
showing. The ULF is an alli- 
ance of the Trotskyist and 
pro-Moscow Communist Par- 
ties and the People’s Democ- 
ratic Party. The Trotskyists 
and Communists were partne- 
rs of Mrs. Bandaranaike ’s vic- 
torious coalition of 1970. But 
the Trotskyists were expelled 
from the government in 1975 
and the Communists withdrew 
last February. 

Other than the UNP the pa- 
rty that has achieved impor- 
tant success is the combina- 
tion known as the Tamil Li- 
beration Front. The northern 
part of Sri Lanka is mainly in- 
habited by the Tamil commu- 
nity. 

The Front accused Mrs. Ba- 
ndaranaike's government of 
discrimination in the spheres 
of language, religion, education 
and employment and claims 
the "only solution" to the Ta- 
mil’s problems is a separate 
Tamil state. It regarded the el- 
ection as a plebiscite for se- 
paration. 

The main issues in the Sin- 
halese areas are high living 
costs and unemployment and 
the Tamil success will create 
a major worry for the new 
prime minister. 

Mrs. Bandaranaike's bid for 
a third term as prime minis- 
ter - - she held office from 
1960 to 1965 as well -- would 
have had a greater chance of 
success if she had been able 
to preserve the victorious coa- 
lition of 1970. The SLFP then 
won 91 seats, the Trotskyists 
20 and the Communists 6. to 
the UNP*s 18, in a parliament 
of 175 seats. 


But the prime minister was 
not willing to take the plunge 
to “full-fledged” socialism”, 
as urged by the Marxists as 
the “only solution" to the co-' 
unity's economic ills. 

Simultaneously with the Co- 
mmunist pull-out from her go« 
vemment in February, the left- 
wing of the SLFP, led by res- 
pected Industries Minister T.B. 
Subasinghe, also defected to, 
the opposition. This develop- 
ment further weakened Mrs. 
Bandaranaike's hand. 

The Bandaranaike govern- 
ment had a range of impres- 
sive political, economic and 



social reforms to its credit, 
including a new republican 
constitution, imposition of cei- 
lings on individual ownership 
of land, houses and wealth to 
ensure a more equitable dis- 
tribution of national wealth, 
and the diversification to so- 
me extent of the economy to 
reduce the heavy dependence 
on the traditional tea, rubber 
and coconut industries. 

But it could not make a br-. 
eakth rough on the economic 
front, due in part to the wide 
fluctuation of world commodi- 
ty prices and in part due to 
its own ineptness. The offi- 
cial cost of living index, wh- 
ich stood at 138 points in 


1970, is now at over 200. Ab- 
out one and a half million 
people — about a quarter of 
the workforce -- are recko- 
ned to be jobless. 

- The young jobless greatly 
affected tbe outcome of this 
election. There were 6.5 mil- 
lion voters on the roll --a 
million more than in 1970, 
most of them educated but 
jobless, and therefore frustra- 
ted and angry. 

Anticipating that jobs and 
tbe cost of living would fig - 
ure prominently in tbe cam- 
paigns of the opposition par- 
ties, the Bandaranaike govern-, 
ment ordered enough shipme- 
nts of food and other consu- 
mer items to flood the coun- 
try. But unloading and dist- 
ribution was washed up by 
strikes and sabotage by unions 
controlled by the opposition. 

Opposition parties also har- 
ped on the abuse of emergen- 
cy powers by Mrs. Bandara- 
naike, “like Mrs. Gandhi”; her 
“family bandyism”, by giving 
plum jobs to her family and 
other relations; the ostenta- 
tious living of government me- 
mbers and supporters; waste 
of public funds on items like 
the beautifying of Colombo 
city for the Non-Aligned Sum- 
mit in 1976 ; infringement of 
fundamental rights, including 
freedom of the press; interfe- 
rence in the judiciary; and bri- 
bery and corruption “in very 
high places.” 

Foreign policy was not an 
issue at the election. All the 
major parties were committed 
to non-alignment, though the 
SLFP’s nonalignment tends to 
lean toward the Peking-Wash- 
ington axis, that of the UNP 
towards the U.S. and that of 
the ULF towards the socialist 
camp. 

Fear of losing the election 
made several ministers and 
backbenchers urge postpone- 
ment. But Inability to muster 
a two-thirds majority for the 
purpose after the loss of the 
Marxist parties and the other 
defections made an elect tuu 
inevitable. 


Any friend of Tito is no 
friend of Albania’s Hoxha 


Tiny Albania, which occupies a strategic corner of southern Europe, has become disen- 
chanted with Its giant friend China. It Is repo rted that it is sending Chinese economic and 
industrial “advisers” home. Why this lift? A c orrespOndent looks at the background to the 
relationships in the Co mmun i s t world and con dudes that, the answer Is contained in one 
word: Tito.

LONDON (Gemini) — These 
are trying times for the twin 
giants of the Communist Wor- 
ld. 


While Russia is confronted 
by the defiant Eurocommunists 
of Spain, Italy and France, who 
insist on following their own 
road to Socialism, China comes 
under fire from her “closest 
i*nm rm _ - Albania 
for ‘‘deflecting the revolution- 
ary movement from its true- 
path.” 

For a nation of 900 millions 
tbe loss of a midget ally like 
Albania (pop. 2$ millions) may 
be of little or no account, but 
for the midget itself the loss 
of a mighty protector is no lig- 
ht matter. 

Why then has the midget 
provoked the loss? 

One can only speculate but. 
my guess is that one word 
a four-letter word for most Al- 
banians -- contains the ans- 
wer, and the word is: Tito. 

Enver Hoxha, the Albanian 
party leader, has never hit it 
off with his Yugoslav neighb- 
our. For a few years after the 
war they were thrown togeth- 
er as puppets of Stalin, but 
from the moment Tito broke 
with Moscow in 1948 Hoxha 
was his sworn foe. 

In the middle 50’s, after Sta- 
lin’s death, Khruschev made it* 
up with Tito, and one by one 1 
the other Communist leaders in 
Europe followed his example. 
But not Enver Hoxha : clearly, 
any friend of Tito would be no 
friend of his, and it was not 
altogether surprising that Hox- 
ha lined up with Mao Tse- 
tung against Khruschev in the 
great Communist schism of 
1961. 


Hoxha was the only Soviet 
bloc leader to do so. Later, it 
is true, Nicolae Ceausescu of 
Rumania made friendly gestur- 
es to China, but without quit- 
ting the Soviet’ camp. 

In Albania’s case the breach 
was absolute. First Khruschev 
and then Brezhnev were bran- 
ded as traitors to Mandst-Le- 

ntnism, while Man 



was hailed as “the worthy he- 
ir of Marx, Engels, Lenin and 
Stalin.” 

But now Mao is dead, and 
what have his successors gone 
and done but invite Tito to 
Peking! 

The sequel was predictable. 
It came in the form of a blis- 
tering attack on Chinese policy 
by the Albanian party paper 
Zeri i Popullit. 


Among other things the pa- 
per takes the Chinese to task 
for preferring the United Sta-’ 
tes to the Soviet Union. It is 
“anti-Leninist," we are told, to 
differentiate between one lot of 
imperialists and the other, and 
it. is dangerously wrong to ar- 
gue. as the Chinese do, that 
“the enemy of my enemy is my 
friend." 

China's courtship of Ameri- 
ca has been going on for years. 
Tf Enver Hoxha takes such a 
dim view of it, why has he kept 
silent till now? 

The explanation is surely to 
be found in China’s recent ov- 
ertures to Tito, coupled with 
rumours that the new Peking 
leadership intends to stop all 
credits for Albania. 

That’s what Khruschev did 
in 1961, but on that occasion 
Mao came to Albania’s rescue. 
To whom can she now turn for 
help if China abandons her? 
From her little strip of Balkan 
soil she will look out on a uni- 
formly hostile world - - a wor- 
ld peopled by imperialist monst- 
ers of every conceivable varie- 
ty and all equally dangerous. 

With one exception every 
country in Europe, from mam- 
moth Russia to tiny San Mari- 
no,. as well as Canada and the 
United States, is now represen- 
ted at a conference in Belgrade 
arising out of the famous Hel- 
sinki security agreement 

The ’solitary absentee is Al- 
bania. Could there be a bet- 
ter illustration of her utter is-- 
olation in Europe today? It's a 
heavy price to pay for'Hoxha’s 
anti-T!to vendetta. 

In the past three years there 
have been three challenges to 
Hoxha's leadership from with- 
in the Albanian party. All of 
them failed and each’ was fol- 
lowed by a major party purge.

Is oil the key to Falkland's 


The possibility of on-shore or off-shore oil in tbe Falkland Is- 
lands, Britain’s South Atlantic colony, must figure in talks, new 
being he’d, between Britain and Argentina on the future o? the 
territory. Argentina claims full authority over the islands, which 
are 7,000 miles from Britain and only 399 miles from the Argen- 
tinian coast.

The 1,900 Falkland Island- 
ers, who regard themselves as 
British as the citizens of Lon- 
don, Glasgow, Cardiff. Man- 
chester or Birmingham, are 
nervously awaiting the result 
of the latest series of talks 
between Britain and Argentina 
on the South Atlantic colo- 
ny’s future. 

Questions the islanders are 
asking are: 

— Will they continue to be 
governed as now by a gov- 
ernor and chief secretary ap- 
pointed by the British govern- 
ment? 

— Will there be some ar- 
rangement between the three 
parties -- Britain, Argentina 
and the Falklanders - - to de- 
velop the island's economic 
future? 

— Will there be a sell-out 
by Britain »o the Argentin- 
ians, who claim absolute and- 
full authority over the Falk- 
lands? 

The islands' present econo- 
my is based on the export of 
wool. U the world price is 
not good then it is not self- 
supporting. 

Why then should the Ar- 
gentinians be anxious to take 
over a number of islands - - 
peopled mainly by the descen- 
dants of settlers from Britain 
- - which would. need support- 
ing, as they are now by Bri- 
tish subsidies? 

The answer could lie in 
that little word "oil”, which 
plays so big a pert in all our 
lives in the modem world. 
The Falklanders believe that 
their islands and the seas ar- 
ound hold vast quantities of 
on. 

If this were so obviously 
the Argentinians would have 
great interest In fairness to 
them, they have been pressing 
their claim to the territory 
for more than 100 years, and 
that is a good deal longer 
than the time in which oil 
has become such an important 
commodity. 

But is there oil . in and ar- 
ound the Falklands? There is 
not much concrete scientific 
evidence for it so far and Bri- 
tish geologists are not too op- 
timistic. 

The “Economic survey of 
-■the Falkland Islands" by the 
Shackleton mission, published 
last year says that seismic 
survey work gives the islands 
certain perspective, as does 
the oil and gas reserves in 


the adioining Magellan sedim- 
entary basin. 

The weight of the Shackle- 
ton report recommendations 
fall on the need for Britain 
(not necessarily wi?h Argenti- 
na) to develop the fisheries, 
estimated to eam €3/.09.CC'J 
in 1977/78, the alginate and 
oil potential, as well as Lhe 
wool clip, which realised

Although British Petroleum 


has made its own exploration 
off the Patagonia coast, under 
a three-year contract with 
YPF, Argentina’s State-oil uti- 
lity, much of present specula- 
tion about oil in the area co- 
mes from a report by Prof.

The only mineral survey of 
the islands was carried out as 
tong ago as 1920-22 by H.A. 
Baker, who published his re- 


port in 1924. Generally he was 
not at all optimistic about the 
islands’ potential, but he did 
recommend test drilling in 
Shallow Cove, on East Falk- 
land Island. 

Largely as a result of 
Baker’s report, geologists have 
tended, to reject notions that 
there is oil in quantity on the 
islands.

Iran, Italy conclude oil barter deal 


TEHRAN, Aug. 4 (R). — In 
a major deal involving oil bar- 
ter, Italy has agreed tc build a 
steel complex in the port city 
of Bandar Abbas on the Gulf, 
officials said yesterday. 

An agreement signed here 
Tuesday provided for the set- 
ting up of a joint Bandar Ab- 
bas Rolling Mill Company with 
an initial capital of $100 mil- 
lion. , 

Italy’s International Finsider 
Company will provide 20 per 
cent of the capital and the 
state-owned National I ranian. 
Steel Industries (NISI) the ba- 
lance. _ 

NISI Managing Director, Dr. 
Reza Amini, said the deal in- 
volved oil barter, but declined 
tc- gi-e details. 

But during negotiations, in- 
formed sources said, Iran had 
proposed to sell Italy about 
600,000 barrels of crude daily 
in part payment. Italy’s oil 
group EN1 was believed to be 
involved in this. 

Last February Italy was re- 
ported to have agreed to sell 
Iran 50 Chinook helicopters for 
five million tons of crude. 

The joint company, which is 
expected to go into production 
in 1982, will annually produce 
1.5 million tons of hot and 1.1 
million tons of cold rolled she- 
ets from 2.5 million tons of 
ingots.

to be done in Argentina. The 
existence of good transport 
links, an experienced labour 
pool and long-established ex- 
ploration facilities would great- 
ly cheapen and speed the ex- 
ploration phase. 

“What is true of the seis- 
mic phase of exploration is 
equally true for the drilling 
phase. Exploration drilling re- 
quires a costly support opera- 
tion and, although this could 
be set up in the Falklands. 
it would be much quicker and 
cheaper to operate from Ar- 
gentina.” j, 

‘If there were no Argen- 
tinian claim to sovereignty 
clouding the situation, the clo- 
sest co-operation with Argen- 
tina would be both natural 
and essential.”

Artists generally earn 
less than average wage 


GENEVA, Aug. 4 (AFP). — 
An international study has fo- 
und that people in the arts 
generally earn less than the 
average wage, are underemp- 
loyed and suffer from difficult 
work conditions, the Interna- 
tional Labour Organisation 
(ILO; said yesterday. 

When considering earnings, 
dancers were the worst off, 
the study found. In Canada in 
1971, dancers earned an avera- 
ge of $2,500, well below the 
average income of $3,500 for 
retired persons and less than 
Half of the average national 
wage of $6500. 

Other artists hardly did bet- 
ter. In Norway, most earned 
less than $1,900, or only a 
quarter of the starting dvil 
service wage. 

In France, the ILO said, ac- 
tors’ and sculptors' trade un- 
ions reported that the majority 
of their members earned less 
than the minimum salary fixed 
by the government 

The ILO said the low earn- 
ings were due to low wages 
but also to the irregular na- 
ture of artists' employment 
For the artistic professions wi- 
th statistics available, acting 


was the least stable. 

Four of five French actors 
were unemployed for part of 
the year, with the figure at 35 
per cent in Norway and at 21 
per cent in Canada. 

The situation was not much 
better for other entertainers, 
the report said. Half of the 
members of an American en- 
tertainers trade union were 
unemployed part of the year, 
as were 15 per cent of musi- 
cians and half of ballet dance- 
rs in Norway and 12 per cent 
of Canadian musicians. 

Tbe ranks of interpretive ar- 
tists were also thinning. In 
West Germany, tbe number of 
musicians and singers declin- 
ed by 40 per cent from 1950 to 
1970, the ILO said. 

However, West Germany in 
1971 still had more artists than 
some of its neighbouring co- 
untries, with one actor for 
each 4,000 inhabitants, in con- 
trast with one for each 5,000 
persons in Great Britain. 

In France, where the num- 
ber of artists has diminished 
by 25 per cent in recent years, 
there was only one actor for 
each 7,000 persons, the report 
said.

In return, Iran agreed to spend 30 per 
cent of its ofi ewmfag y: from Brazil on importing Brazilian goods 
and services.

‘that ail finesses are equal. 
Consider this hand. 

With such a wealth of 
prime values. East’s hand is 
really worth more than the 
18 high card points it con- 
tains. We would have opened 
one diamond, intending to 
rebid two no trump at our 
next turn. However, that 
would not have affected the 
final contract. 

West led the jack of dia- 
monds, which held, and con- 
tinued the suit. Declarer cor- 
rectly decided that his best 
chance for the contract was 
to make dummy the master 
hand. To accomplish that, he 
would have to set up dum- 
my’s spade suit. So declarer 
ruffed the second diamond 
and led a spade to the queen. 


East took the king and 
forced declarer with an other 
diamond. 

Declarer cashed the ace of 
clubs, discarding dummy's 
remaining diamond. Now he 
led the king of hearts. East 
won the ace to complete the 

defensive book, and exited 
with a heart. Declarer won. 
led a spade to the ace and re- 
turned the ten of spades 
from dummy. East smoothly 
followed low. and after some 

soul-searching. South chose 
to ruff with his last trump. 
When the jack failed to drop, 

Declarer still had to lose a 
spade trick for down one. 

The bidding virtually 
marked East with the king of 
spades. Therefore, wfTen de- 
clarer first broached the 
spade suit, he should have 
finessed the ten. not the 


queen. If the jack is with 
West, the ten would force 

the king and one ruff would 
then establish the suit. If 

East wins the jack, declarer 
will later be able to- take a 


ruffing finesse for the king of 
.spades, rather than hope for 

a 3-3 split.

Ethiopian army pilots

Bhutto will run in October election 


MOGADISHU, Aug. 4 (Agen- 
cies) — Ethiopian airmen re- 
cently mutinied * against the 
regime of LL-Col. Mengistu 
Haile-Mariam, according to 
two Ethiopian air force pilots 
captured by the Western Sor 
malia Liberation Front (WSLF). 

The pilots, Capt. Ashaore 
Mokoreu and Capt. Warken- 
Wolde Mariam, told the So- 
mali news agency Sozwa to- 
day that the airmen mutinied 
because of Mengistu regime’s 
"barbaric and exterminatory 
policies towards the peoples of 
Western Somalia and Eritrea." 

They said that after the mu- 
tiny was crushed the Ethiopi- 
an regime killed and tortured 
many air force personnel. 

The pilots told the agency 
that the Ethiopian air force had 
been ordered to bomb and gun 
down civilians, who the regi- 
me alleged were “reactionary 
insurgents". 

The pilots also denied Ad- 
dis Ababa's allegations that 
Somali fighter planes were ac- 
tive in the liberation war in 
Western Somalia” -- Ethiopia’s 
disputed Ogaden Province. 

The pilots were captured 
when their plane was shot do- 
wn over Dagabur while on a 
mission from Dire Dawa to Ga- 
ladi near the Somali border.

.years* the last, until yesterday, 
about six months ago. 

Mayor Abraham Jtteame told 
reporters the Federal Bureau 
of Investi ga tion (FBI) had st- 
rong suspicions on the iden- 
tities of FALN adherents "buz 
fh f? problem is that they have 
not been able to a nest them 
at frhft times they put 
down these devices." 

At Mobil Oil Corporation 
headquarters yesterday a bomb 
killed one man and injured at 
least seven, two seriously. 

Another device, at a Defence 
Department office nearby, was 
discovered in time to be moved 
to a part of the building wh- 
ere it exploded without hurt- 
ing anybody. 


Bonn yesterday the Ethiopian 
government said that bitter fi- 
ghting between their troops 
and Somali “regular forces" 
was raging m the border dist- 
rict of Ogaden. 

But the statement, distribu- 
ted to reporters by the Ethio- 
pian Embassy in Bonn, added 
that Somalia's attempts to an- 
nexe parts of Ethiopia “have 
been thwarted”. 

It said Ethiopian regular and 
militia forces had inflicted hea- 
vy damage on Somali units 
during the past two weeks, hut 
gave no details of its successes. 


OAU group holds meet 


Meanwhile, Somali Foreign 
Minister Abdirahman -T ama Ba~ 
ire arrived in Nairobi today on 
his way to Libreville for a 
meeting of an Organisation of 
African Unity (OAU) group set 
up to help normalise relations 
between Somalia and Ethiopia. 

Somali officials said the mi- 
nister will fly via Paris and 
will leave Jateh today. 

An eight-nation OAU good 
offices group, established in 
1973, meets in the Gabonese 
capital tomorrow. The Ethio- 
pian side is expected to call 
for an emergency meeting of 
OAU foreign ministers to dis- 


cuss the war along the Ethiop- 
ian- Somali border. 

Guerrillas take Eritrean town 

In a separate development, 
the Sudan news agency repor- 
ted in Khartoum today that the 
Eritrean town of Saganeiti fell 
yesterday to guerrillas of tbe 
Eritrean People's Liberation 
Front, (EPLF). 

The town, 70 kms. south of 
the provincial capital of Asm- 
ara, was defended by 1,500 
Ethiopian troops, according to 
the agency. 

Saganeiti stands on one of 
the two roads connecting Addis 
Ababa with Asmara, but Eri- 
trean guerrillas claim already 
to have cut both roads, forcing 
the provincial capital to be sup- 
plied by air. 

The EPLF is one of three : 
liberation movements fighting 
for Eritrea’s independence from 
Ethiopia.

South Africa’s Botha holds 
two-hour talks In Rhodesia 


SALISBURY. Aug. 4 (R). — 
South African Foreign Minister 
Pik Botha held two hours of 
talks with Rhodesian Premier 
Ian Smith in the secrecy of a 
military air base here tcfday, 
and said they made “valuable 
progress.’' 

The visit is Mr. Botha's 
■third in six weeks, and as with 
the previous two meetings str- 
ict secrecy about the talks was 
maintained by both sides. 

- But he also told reporters 
after the talks that outsiders 
would not be allowed to dic- 


tate solutions to Southern Af- 
rica’s problems. 

Mr. Botha- returned to Joha- 
nnesburg immediately after the 
meeting at New Sarum Air 
Base. 

Mr- Smith said talks covered 
Southern African problems in 
genera] and the Rhodesia cri- 
sis in particular but no details 
emerged.

— U.S. Sen. Edward Kennedy 
said that the Central Intelli- 
gence Agency (CIA) apparently 
hired prostitutes in a multi- 
million dollar experiment de- 
signed to alter human behavi- 
our with mind-bending drugs. 

He told a Senate hearing co- 
mmittee yesterday that eviden- 
ce gathered by a Senate panel 
suggested that tbe job of the 
f prostitutes was to slip the 
drugs to unwitting subjects 
whose sexual activities and re- 
sponses were then observed th- 
rough two-way mirrors. 

This sexual behaviour study 
programme, conducted in lux- 
urious so-called “safe bouses” 
-in San Francisco and New 
York, was code-named “Mid- 
night Climax 1 ’, the senator 
said. 

The experiments, which be- 
gan in 1953 and endwi 20 years 
later, were prompted by fears 
that the Soviet Union and 
China had developed brainwa- 
shing techniques and ways of 
controlling the mind, accord- 
ing to CIA documents. 

CIA Director Admiral Stans- 
field Turner told the hearing - - 
of the Senate Intelligence Co- 
mmittee and the Human Reso- 
urces Subcommittee on Health 
chaired by Mr, Kennedy 


that the agency would never 
repeat the experiments. 

Admiral Turner testified that 
. the CIA used hallucinatory dr- 
ugs such as LSD in attempts 
to change sex patterns and ot- 
her forms of h uman behaviour. 
The programme also included 
research on a knock-out drug 
in parallel with the develop- 
ment of pain killers for cancer 
patients. 

“It is totally abhorrent to 
me to think of using a h uman 
as a guinea pig,” be sgid 
“There is no experiment on 
human beings being done in 
any way.” 

The CIA spent nearly $15 
million on the programme but 
'discovered nothing of value. 
Some 185 private scientists and 
80 research institutions, includ- 
ing 44 universities, had taken 
part in it, he added. 

Several panel members urg- 
ed Admiral Turner to continue 
searching for former agency 
officials responsible for the ex- 
periments. 

Admiral Turner was testify- 
ing at the hearing following 
the release by the CIA on Tues- 
day of newly-discovered secret 
documents on the drug testing 
programme. 

Admiral Turner said the re- 
ports, which were said to have 
been destroyed, were found 


among the agency’s financial 
records after he took over as 
director early this year. 

He said they gave details of 
149 projects in the program- 
me, code-named MK-Ultra. 
Many of these projects were 
apparently connected with re- 
search into finding drugs that 
could modify human behaviour 
and methods of administering 
these drugs surreptitiously, he 
said.

Churches contribute to anti-racist groups 

■# GENEVA, Aug. 4 (R). — The World Council of Churches 
(WCC) said today it would give $530,000 this year to Mack 
African liberation movements and anti -racist groups in other con- 
tinents. A statement here said the money, $30,000 less than last 
year, was part of Its "programme to combat racism.” Five black 
nationalist groups in Southern Africa will get altogether. 
$265,000, exactly half tbe total, it said. Thirty five groups from 
14 countries will get money from the programme this year. Five, 
black or Indian movements in North America are among 11 gro- 
ups to receive donations for the first time, the statement said. 
The allocation brings the WCC’s total sum given to anti-racist 
groups since 1970 to $2,640,000. The WCC includes nearly 300 
Protestant, Orthodox, Anglican and Old Catholic Churches. The 
Roman Catholic Church is not a member. The statement said the. 
‘ money was intended for humanitarian activities but conceded 
that “the grants are made without control of the manner in which 
they are spent.”
